Shiites Ahead in Iraq Vote 


Officials say security may have suppressed Sunni turnout 


BAGHDAD I Iraqi officials on Thursday released 
the first partial returns from national elec- 
tions, showing a commanding lead by can- 
didates backed by the Shiite Muslim clergy. 
Sunni insurgents unleashed a wave of attacks, 
killing at least 30 people, including three U.S. 
Marines and a dozen Iraqi army recruits. 

Meanwhile, election officials said strict 
security measures may have deprived many 
Iraqis in the Mosul area and surrounding 
Ninevah province of their right to vote. 
The admission is likely to fuel complaints 
by Iraq’s minority Sunni Arabs, who make 


up the heart of the insur- 
gency, that they were not 
represented in the vote. 

The results released four 
days after Sunday’s vote 
came from Baghdad and 
five provinces in the south- 
ern Shiite heartland. 

As expected, they showed that the United 
Iraqi Alliance, backed by Iranian-born Grand 
Ayatollah Ali al-Sistani, was leading — with 
1.1 million votes out of the 1.6 million count- 
ed and certified so far. The ticket headed by 


interim Prime Minister Ayad Allawi, a U.S.- 
backed secular Shiite, trailed second with 
more than 360,500 votes. 

But the returns — from 10 percent of the 
country’s 5,200 polling centers — were too 
small to indicate a national trend. 

Shiites, who make up an estimated 60 
percent of Iraq’s 26 million people, turned 
out in huge numbers in cities such as Basra, 
Nasiriyah, Karbala and Najaf, urged on by 
clerics who said voting was a religious duty. 

However, many Sunni Arabs apparently 
stayed home, either out of fear of insurgent 
attacks or in response to boycott calls from 
their own clerics, bassem mroue (ap)

WASHINGTON I Alberto Gonzales won 
Senate confirmation Thursday as 
attorney general despite Democratic 
accusations that he helped formu- 
late White House policies that led to 
overseas prisoner abuse and was too 
beholden to President Bush to be the 
nation’s top law enforcement official. 

The Senate voted 60-36 to put 
the first Hispanic ever into the job, 
with all of the “no” votes coming 
from Democrats 
and Democratic- 
leaning Indep- 
endent Jim Jeffords 
of Vermont. Last 
week, 12 Democrats 
and Jeffords voted 
against Secretary 
of State Condoleezza Rice’s con- 
firmation. 

Gonzales, who was sworn in 
Thursday evening as the nation’s 
80th attorney general, replaces 
John Ashcroft, who was opposed 
by even more Democrats, 42, four 
years ago. 

Bush, during his trip Thursday to 
North Dakota and Montana, called 
Gonzales to congratulate him after 
the vote, jesse j. Holland (ap)

Bush Touts Social Security Reform 


In face of political 
resistance, president 
takes ease on the road 

FA R G 0 , N . D . I Facing stiff resistance. 
President Bush began searching 
state -by- state for support for his 
plan to overhaul Social Security and 
conceded Thursday that not all law- 
makers believe the program has a 
serious problem. 

“The math doesn’t work,” Bush 
insisted, saying Social Security 
would pay out more money than 
it brought in beginning in 2018. 
“And in 2042, it’s bust,” he said. 
That’s the year in which the sys- 
tem would be able to cover only 
about 73 percent of benefits owed 
unless it is changed, according to 
Social Security trustees.

Bush spoke at the Bison Sports 
Arena at North Dakota State 
University, the first stop on a two- 
day, five -state trip to try to build 
support for diverting Social Security 
revenues into private investment 
accounts for younger workers. The 
initiative would reduce guaranteed 
retirement benefits but create the 
possibility of bigger checks from 
stock market investments. 

As evidence that Bush’s plan is 
not a shoo-in in Congress, oppo- 
nents of the idea are shadowing the 
president on his travels, with ads 
and rallies to drum up public sup- 
port against the proposed accounts.

“Deep Throat” is still a well-guarded 
secret, the first installment of notes 
and quotes scribbled by Washington 
Post reporters Bob Woodward and 
Carl Bernstein while covering the 
Watergate scandal are now avail- 
able to the public. 

Under a deal with the reporters, 
the Ransom Center is responsible 
for preparing the documents for 
public release. They will be made 
public for the first time Friday.

CNN: Rumsfeld 
Says He Offered

WASHINGTON I Defense Secretary 
Donald H. Rumsfeld disclosed 
Thursday that he had offered 
President Bush his resignation twice 
during the height of the Abu Ghraib 
prisoner abuse scandal last year. 
He said he wanted 
the decision on his 
future to be placed 
in Bush’s hands. 

“He made that 
decision and said 
he did want me to 
stay on,” Rumsfeld 
told CNN’s “Larry King Live,” 
according to a transcript provid- 
ed by CNN before the program 
aired Thursday. 

In the CNN interview, Rumsfeld 
asserted, as he has many times in 
the past, that as defense secretary 
he could not be expected to know all 
that takes place in war zones half- 
way around the world. But he also 
indicated that he could have done 
more to head off the trouble. 

Rumsfeld also told CNN that 
when Bush asked him to stay for a 
second term, they did not discuss 
whether it would be for the full four

Indecency Fines May Rise 


Congress could hike 
penalties to as much as 
$500,000 per incident 

WASHINGTON I Whether or not 
there’s a “wardrobe malfunction” 
at this weekend’s Super Bowl, the 
new Congress appears ready to dra- 
matically boost fines for indecency 
on the airwaves. 

Bills in the House and Senate call 
for raising the maximum fine from 
$32,500 to as much as $500,000 
per incident. There is strong biparti- 
san support in both chambers, with 
lavmiakers saying their constituents 


have grovm tired of coarse program- 
ming on radio and TV. 

“With passage of this legislation, 
I am confident that broadcasters 
will think twice about pushing the 
envelope,” said Rep. Fred Upton, R- 
Mich., chairman of the House tele- 
communications subcommittee. 

Fines for indecency exceeded 
$7.7 million last year. Four years 
ago. Federal Communications 
Commission fines totaled just 
$48,000. 

If Congress approves the jump, 
it’s possible that some incidents 
could lead to fines in the millions 
or tens of millions of dollars, (ap)

Probe Faults U.N. Oil-for-Food Chief 


Ex-Fed chairs report raises specter of kickbacks 


UNITED NATIONS I Secretary- 
General Kofi Annan ordered dis- 
ciplinary action against the head 
of the U.N. oil-for-food program in 
Iraq, who was sharply criticized in 
an investigation that accused him 
of a “grave conflict of interest” and 
“undermining the integrity” of the 
United Nations. 

The investigation report said 
oil-for-food chief Benon Sevan 
solicited oil allocations from 
Saddam Hussein’s regime on 
behalf of a trading company 
between 1998 and 2001, and 
it raised concerns he may have 
received kickbacks for the help. 

Based on the report, Annan 


has decided to discipline Sevan 
and another U.N. official, Joseph 
Stephanides, who was chief of the 
U.N. Sanctions Branch, said Mark 
Malloch Brown, Annan’s chief of 
staff Brown said the type of disci- 
plinary action would be announced 
early next week. 

In its report released Thursday, 
the investigation led by former US. 
Federal Reserve Chairman Paul 
Volcker accused Stephanides of 
“tainting” bidding for an oil-for- 
food contract. Stephanides now 
heads the Security Council Affairs 
Division in the U.N. Department of 
Political Affairs.

Khamenei was responding to 
Bush’s annual speech to Congress 
on Wednesday, in which he accused 
Iran of being “the world’s primary 
state sponsor of terror.” 

Syria also rejected Bush’s charge 
that it sponsored terrorism, with 
Information Minister Mehdi 
Dakhlallah saying the democra-

TBILISI, GEORGIA I Georgian Prime 
Minister Zurab Zhvania was found 
dead Thursday following an apparent 
gas leak from a heater, dealing a blow 
to the young government’s efforts to 
wipe out corruption and resolve two 
simmering separatist conflicts in the 
former Soviet republic. 

Authorities played down any hint 
offoul play, but many Georgians were 
skeptical, given the country’s history 
of often violent political intrigue. One 
lawmaker linked 
Zhvania’s death 
and a car bombing 
in a town west of 
the capital two days 
earlier, and hinted 
at Russian involve- 
ment. 

Georgian President Mikhail 
Saakashvili was visibly shaken by 
the death of Zhvania, 41, who played 
a key role in the “Rose Revolution” 
that brought the leader to power lit- 
tle more than a year ago. Saakashvili 
said he would take on Zhvania’s 
duties but didn’t give any informa- 
tion about naming a replacement. 

An autopsy was under way. 
Initial tests showed Zhvania’s blood 
had nearly double the fatal level of 
carbon monoxide, a forensics ser- 
vice spokeswoman said, (ap)

Bush Looking to 
Boost Foreign Aid 

Request for $2B more; Israel still top reeipient 


WASHINGTON I President Bush will 
ask Congress next week to boost 
foreign aid by more than $2 billion, 
with Israel once again the principal 
recipient of American military and 
economic assistance. 

Bush will request more than $22 
billion, compared with $19.7 billion 
this fiscal year, a senior U.S. official 
said on condition of anonymity. 

In his State of the Union message. 
Bush said he would seek $350 mil- 
lion in additional assistance for the 
Palestinians to improve their secu- 
rity forces and economy. 

The Palestinians had been due to 
receive $75 million this fiscal year. 
Bush’s initiative would increase that 
by $200 million. Another $75 mil- 
lion request had been expected for 
next year. That will be doubled to 
$150 million, said Edward Abington, 
a former U.S. diplomat who is a con- 
sultant to the Palestinians. 

The budget request for Israel, 


which was not announced, will be 
$2.52 billion, down about $20 mil- 
lion from this year. For Egypt, the sec- 
ond largest U.S. aid recipient, slightly 
less than $1.8 billion will be sought, a 
decline of about $30 million. 

Pakistan, the third largest aid 
recipient, is due to receive $297 mil- 
lion, a $1 million reduction, (ap) 


ISRAEL TO FREE PRISONERS

Official Says U.S.

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN I Asenior U.S. 
defense official said Thursday that 
Washington is considering an appeal 
from Pakistan for F-16 fighter air- 
craft — a request that has received 
a muted response from the United 
States in previous years. 

Undersecretary of Defense 
Douglas Feith would not say whether 
the two sides were close to reaching 
any deal. “It is an important issue, 
and it will be dealt with at the right 
time,” he said in Rawalpindi. 

Washington has agreed to sell 
$1.2 billion in weapons to Pakistan, 
but the deal doesn’t include F-l6s. 
Pakistan struck a deal with the 
United States to buy fighter jets in 
the late 1980s, but it was scrapped 
in the 1990s when Washington 
imposed sanctions on Islamabad 
over its nuclear weapons program. 

Pakistan’s longtime rival, India, 
opposes the sale of F-l6s. (ap)

Cute Beats Crude 
In Super Bowl Ads 


Unlike bawdy spots in 
’04, advertisers stick to 
safe topics, nostalgia 

NEW YORK I What a difference a 
year makes. 

If last year’s Super Bowl ads were 
fueled by gross humor, this year’s 
are running on nostalgia and cute 
cartoon characters. In a bid not to 
repeat the excesses of 2004, adver- 
tisers are employing afar safer sta- 
ble of pitchmen, pitchwomen, and 
animated friends like the Jolly 
Green Giant and Miss Piggy. 

A number of the ads that ran last 
year could have raised objections all 
on their own — the crotch-biting 
dog, the flatulent horse, the amo- 
rous monkey who flirts with a guy’s 
date, and the kilt-wearing man sent 
into ecstasy over a blast of super- 
cold air to his nether regions. 

But with Janet Jackson’s exposed 
bosom thrown into the mix, an 
event that later touched off a wave 


of protests over broadcast decency 
standards, the ads of last year left 
many viewers thinking that adver- 
tisers had just gone too far. 

A preview of some of this year’s 
ads reveals that many advertisers 
are returning to cozy themes and 
familiar icons. Lay’s brings back 
M.C. Hammer and his “U Can’t 
Touch This” single to pitch potato 
chips; Miss Piggy Kermit and other 
Muppets appear in a spot for Pizza 
Hut; and the Pillsbury Doughboy, 
Count Chocula and Mr. Clean 
appear in a spot for MasterCard. 

With Super Bowl ads costing an 
average of $2.4 million this year for 
a 30 -second spot — that’s $80,000 
a second — advertisers are loath to 
make slip-ups. But with some 90 
million people expected to tune 
in to the game Sunday on the Fox 
network, the game remains one of 
the last surefire ways of reaching 
a truly mass audience in today’s 
fragmented media marketplace.

Metro Cuts Parking Perks 


Cash-strapped transit 
agency’s employees 
will pay to use garage 

WASHINGTON I Stung by criticism 
of financial mismanagement, cash- 
strapped Metro said Thursday it 
would limit some employee perks 
— including free parking. 

The transit agency’s top manag- 
er and board members will have to 
pay to park at Metro’s Chinatown 
headquarters beginning in July, 
officials said. Metro also is slash- 
ing the number of vehicles its work- 
ers can take home. 

“We’re trying to become more 


accountable,” said Prince George’s 
County, Md., board member Marcell 
Solomon. “We’re trying to save 
money, and we’re trying to become 
better managers.” 

Metro officials said they were not 
sure how much money the changes 
would save the agency, which con- 
tinues to face multimillion dollar 
budget deficits despite two con- 
secutive years of fare hikes. 

Metro has more than 900 vehi- 
cles for security, maintenance and 
other uses, said William Scott, 
an assistant general manager. 
Employees had been assigned 135 
take-home vehicles, but that num- 
ber will be cut to 49 to save on wear 


and tear and fuel costs, he said. 

There are 187 parking spaces at 
Metro’s headquarters. Employees 
who drive to work must pay to use 
97 of those spaces, and the rest are 
for fleet vehicles and visitor spots. 
Under Metro’s new policy, the num- 
ber of paid spaces will increase, 
Scott said. Workers will continue 
to pay either $150 month or about 
$10 a day to park. 

Arlington County, Va., board 
member Chris Zimmerman said 
he was surprised at how few Metro 
workers get the perks, compared 
to private companies or govern- 
ments, given that Metro has 10,000 
employees, candace smith (ap)

Tormented by 
local gang members in the black- 
dominated Hunter’s Point, he 
strikes a business deal with one to 
bootleg CDs in Chinatown. 

But such an encroachment 
doesn’t please a crime organiza- 
tion in Chinatown, where business 
is good extorting “protection” money 
from the local merchants (but also 
where one of the gang members is 
skimming from the receipts and 
ripping off the crime boss). 

Turf must be defended. Pride 
must be upheld. The puzzle piec- 
es fit together with tragic inevi- 
tability.

We know the Patriots 
can win the big game, 
but can the Eagles? 

SUPER BOWL I With the game on 
the line, the New England Patriots 
hardly lack for clutch players — Tom 
Brady, Adam Vinatieri, Rodney 
Harrison. 

With the game on the line, 
no one is sure if the Philadelphia 
Eagles have the kind of perform- 
ers who could lift them past the 
defending champions in Sunday’s 
Super Bowl. 

Though Philly’s track record 
before this year wasn’t very prom- 
ising — three straight NFC cham- 
pionship game flops — the Eagles 
insist past failures were erased 


when they finally won the confer- 
ence title. 

“We haven’t been to the Super 
Bowl, but we’re battle -tested,” said 
All-Pro safety Brian Dawkins, the 
leader of a defense that includes one 
starter who has played in the big 
game — defensive end Jevon Kearse 
with Tennessee in 2000. 

They hadn’t won in crucial 
situations, though, until beating 
Atlanta to avoid becoming the 
first franchise to lose four straight 
NFC title games.

“I don’t feel we’re at a disadvan- 
tage,” coach Andy Reid said.

as anybody in the NFL, but they 
understand they have to prove it 
every Sunday.”

His off-field reputation 
was so questionable that 
before he was acquired 
by the Patriots, coach 
Bill Belichick brought 
him to Foxboro for an 
extensive interview to 
ensure he was the kind 
of player who would fit into his 
closely knit locker room. 

The interview went well, Dillon 
became a Patriot and rushed for a 
team-record 1,635 yards. 

“It’s very relaxing to be with a 
winner because everyone around 
me is relaxed.

HAS IT REALLY BEEN 22 YEARS 

since a major Philadelphia profes- 
sional sports team won a champion- 
ship? The city closed its golden age 
of sports when the 7bers won the 
NBA Finals in 1983. For a decade 
from 1974 until 1983, Philadelphia 
teams won two Stanley Cups, 
one World Series and an NBA 
Championship. 

More than two decades have 
passed and the city is still waiting 
for its first championship parade 
since 7bers’ stars Julius Erving 
and Moses Malone carried the 
trophy down 
Broad Street 
in 1983. The 
Flyers, Phillies 
and 76ers have 
since played 
in champi- 
onships a 
combined six 
times. The 
Eagles’ last 
Super Bowl 
appearance was in 1980, a loss to 
the Oakland Raiders. 

Philadelphia has suffered 
through a combined 83 seasons of 
frustration, the longest champion- 
ship drought of any city with four 
major professional sports teams. 

Andy Reid’s squad has already 
exorcised some demons by advancing 
to Super Bowl XXXIX after three 
straight NFC Championship losses. 
But they’re not done yet. This Sunday 
the Eagles will hurdle the champion- 
ship game hump that has stymied 
other Philadelphia teams, taking the 
title that many have already handed 
the Patriots. 

The probable insertion of wide 
receiver Terrell Owens, coupled 
with dynamic running back Brian 
Westbrook, will be too much for 
the Patriots’ defense. This potent 
offense — led by the unflappable 
Donovan McNabb — is ready to 
end two decades of futility and cure 
Philadelphians who have continu- 
ally had their hearts broken.

FOR THE NOVICE I Football fans 
cannot fathom how you, gridiron 
ignoramus, got this far in life with- 
out picking up at least rudimentary 
knowledge of the game. Yet, you want 
to enjoy the Super Bowl. And you 
know that, by the fifth time you’ve 
demanded an explanation of what’s 
going on, the party host is wishing 
you were left off the guest list. 

So first, get invested. Our 
quiz, below, will arbitrarily pick 
a team for you. Then, learn some 
nasty things you can say about the 
opposing team (at right), because 
that is what constitutes 98 percent 
of the fun to be had on Super Bowl 
Sunday. Finally, learn some terms. 
Don’t try to use them — you’re not 
ready for that. But you’ll at least rec- 
ognize them when you hear them. 

Whether you’ve been plucked 
from some time -forgotten tribe 
by anthropologists, or are a full- 
blooded American who just never 
cared enough to learn, keep this 
primer handy and follow the game 
without embarrassing yourself.

TOUCHDOWN: You’ll notice teams 
spend the whole game moving

one way down the field. If they get 
as far as they can go, into those col- 
ored rectangles at the end (called the 
“end zone”), they get 6 points and 
one play to try to get more. 

EXTRA POINT: After a touchdown is 
scored, the kicker comes on for a 
really easy can’t-miss tap through 
the goal posts for one more point. 
He shouldn’t ever miss this. It’s 
considered really embarrassing 
if he does. 

FIRST DOWN: A team starts on a first 
down, and within four tries must 
get the ball 10 yards farther or kick 
the ball away. If they get those 10 
yards, viola, another first down, 
and they start the whole darn 


thing over again. Teams do this 
all game long. 

FIELD GOAL: If a team is close to 
the end zone but have used three 
of their four tries, they’ll let their 
kicker try to boot it between the 
goal post for three points. It’s not as 
good as a 6 -point touchdown, but 
hey, it’s something. (Note: The lon- 
gest field goal ever is 63 yards.) 
FUMBLE: If someone has the ball 
and drops it, anybody can pick it 
up. If the other team gets it, they 
get to keep it. 

INTERCEPTION: The quarterback 
(usually) throws the ball up the field 
to other people on his team. If a 
player on the opposing team catches 
it, his team gets to keep it. 

KICKOFF: At the beginning of each 
half, and after a touchdown-scoring 
team has had its go at extra points, 
the kicker lines up to whack the ball 
back to other team. 

PUNT: If a team has already had 
three tries to get those 10 yards, 
and isn’t close enough to let their 
kicker try to knock it through the 
posts, they just kick it to other team 
and let them get the ball, prefer- 
ably as far back down the field as 
possible.

They aren’t showing at your local 
theater . . . yet. They might be com- 
ing soon, though, with the help of 
Jason and Justin Heimberg’s self- 
published book, “The Official Movie 
Plot Generator,” which creates new, 
yet comfortably cliched, plots out 
of familiar elements. 

The Brothers Heimberg emi- 
grated to Hollywood to become 
full-time screenwriters in 1999. 
The natives of Rockville, Md., felt 
disillusionment set in fast. In one 
studio meeting after another, they 
were pitched the same stale plot 
lines. Fish -out- of- water nannies 
(cops, rappers) were inexplicably 
popular. 


helped the brothers choose plot 
elements to include, as did per- 
sonal experience — they have six 
scripts in development, including 
a sequel to 1996’s “Kingpin.” 

The results range from the offen- 
sive (Adolf Hitler comes out of the 
closet in an inspiring story loosely 


adapted from the Bible) to the mar- 
ketable (anything with cops) to the 
random (see chart, above). 

One possible result — “a no-non- 
sense Army drill sergeant becomes 
nanny for a conservative aristocratic 
family in the feel-good comedy of 
the year” — is actually coming soon 


(it’s unrelated to the Heimbergs, 
however). “The Pacifier,” starring 
Vin Diesel, opens March 4. He’s a 
Navy S.E.A.L., but close enough. 

“There’s potentially 27,000 law- 
suits we can file to say we had the 
idea first,” said Justin, 31. 

Although the Generator began as 


a cynical joke about Hollywood, it 
has turned into so much more. 

“We bring the book with us to a 
[studio] meeting and we tell them, 
if you don’t like any of our ideas, you 
can use this,” said Jason. “It starts 
out as a joke but then they start to 
think it over.” joshua davidovich 


“We were getting so sick of hear- 
ing the same thing,” Jason, 33, said. 
Thus was born the Generator. 

With three categories (charac- 
ter, storyline and setting/motive/ 
sidekick) with 30 options each, 
the spiral-bound book can gener- 
ate 27,000 plotlines. Readers mix 
and match pages to create a plot.
